Because many of our PackNPlay recipient clients move from 
place to place rather frequently, PNP’s have proven to be a 
good portable option to aid these women in making sure 
their babies have a safe place to sleep. To ensure that the 
client has the knowledge needed to keep their babies safe in 
the PNP, Agencies who distribute the PNP’s for us are 
required to go through the Safe Sleep Education information 
(provided by the state) with their clients before the client is 
given a PNP.

Challenges: **We find we are processing a lot of applications for women from the counties near the Twin Cities, but many of the 
counties in Greater MN are not submitting applications to us. In the 6-months between April 01 and Sept. 30, 2015, over 60% of 
PackNPlay applications and over 80% of Rent applications we received were for women from the Twin-Cities’ 7-County Metro area. 
Therefore, we are looking at ways to increase our support of women in Greater Minnesota.
